This Society. mas formally organized at a meating in Toronto on June 7th, 1947, At 
that time a constitution sas adopted and plens discussed for 2 publication program and ea 
campaign for members, Dr, Victor Morin, of Montreal, vas elected Prosident and Miss Marie 
Tremaine Sectetary. Before the year was out Miss Tremaine was called to other duties out- 
side Canada and vas succeeded as Secretary by Miss Donalda Futnam of the Toronto Public 
Library staff, At the annual meoting held in Ottawa 7th Juno, 1948, Dr, Morin retired and 
was succeeded by Mr, Fred Landon of tho University of Western Ontario, with Dr. W. Sterart 
dallace of the University of Toronto Library as vice-president,

THE PROGRAM OF PUBLICATION 


Since the Society is as yet ontirsly dependent upon membership fees for funds, and 
Since this revenue is limited, no ambitious printi:.g program is possible at this stage in 
the Society's history, Hotever, this activity has not boon neglected, In April the mom- 
bers received the first of a Reprint Series, in mimcographea form, of an early Ontazio 
pamphlet, "Thoughts on Hdusation" by Richard Cockrel, printed at Newark in 1795, Subse- 
quently, 9 second in the series was distributed, being the French section of the "Presant- 
ments by the Grand Jury" at Quobac 1764, printed by Brown and Gilmore at Quebec in 1765, 
Of this rare publication only one copy is known, that in tho library of Laval University 
at Quebec, 


; Favourable comments have boen made on this oxperimeut in publication, One suggestion 
received is that the Socioty should aim at reprocucing 4 rare pamphlet from each province 
of the Dominion, Another suggestion is that the title poss of these rarities might te 
reproduced and insertod as an illustration, Both suggestions are well vorthy of considéers- 
tion, 

ne would like to omphasize that those tro Reprints have been paid for from our mom- 
bership fees and that we are counting on our members to renew their morbcrships in crier 
that the program mey be continued, It is not intenéod that this shall be our only yrint- 
ing activity, Just as soon as funds are available more ambitious projects will be under- 
taken, If our members will continuo their support and help during this earlier period the 
Bibliographical Sociaty of Canada will become a live force ana an active egency in its 
field, .
